They were shown photographs of ROSENBERG 
and wife and they identified the ROSENBERGS as the occupants in this 
apartment in 1946. However, vdien photographs of CARLA and STEPHEN JAVNA were

JAVNA advised that in 1945, shortly after the 
end of World War II, he attended open social meetings sponsored by the 
Communist Party which were held in a hall located on Sixth Avenue i^ar 
Ninth or tenth Streets in Hew York City* He recalled that the meetings 
were apparently to attract people to the Communist Party as an American 
Political Party. He noted that the American flag was always on display, 
there was nothing apparently anti-America, but there was an ap^al for tet^r 
relationdiip betv'een the Ikdtcd States and the Soviet ttoion. He advised toat 
he did not come from a Communist background and in fact recalls as a child 
having heard his father, who vras born in Russia, curse the Bolsheviks.
